Yan act of the 29th of the King, entitled, « An A& 
for granting to his Majefty feveral additional duties 
upon horfes, and carriages with four wheels, and for explain- 
ing and amending an act pafled in the 25th year of his pre- 
fent Majefty, as far asrelates to certain carriages with two or 
three wheels, therein mentioned, it is, among other things, 
therein enacted, ch. 49. § 18. “ And Whereas, by the he- 
fore-mentioned aét of the 25th of his prefent Majefty it 
was, amoung other things cnaéted, ‘That the yearly fum of 
three pounds ten fhillmgs fhould be paid for and upon every 
calafh, chaife, or chair with two or three wheels, or by 
whatfoever name fuch carriages fhould or might be called or 
known, to be drawn by one or more horfes that thould be 
kept by or for any perfon or perfons for his or their ufe, 
or to be let out to hire: And whereas feveral carriages are 
conftructed and ufed for the purpofes of pleafure, and are 
entered and paid for as carts or carriages Hable to a {maller 
duty, by virtue of an act made in the 33d year of his prefent 
Majefly, intitled, * An act for granting tO MIs Iviayetry Te= 
“ veral rates and duties upon waggons, wains, carts, and 
“« other fuch carriages, not char ed with any duty under the 
“ management of the Commiffioners. of Excife,” and the 
names of the proprictors or owners of the faid carriages are 
fometimes put thereon in order to evade the payment of the 
higher duties granted to his Majefty by the before-mentioned 
act of the 25th year of his prefent Majefty’s reign, greatly 
to the detriment of his Majefty’s revenue; be it therefore 
enacted by the authority aforefaid, That all and every car- 
riage or carriages with two or three wheels, by whatfoever 
name or names fuch carriages now are or hereafter may be 
called or known, to be drawn by one or more horfes, which 
fhall be ufed at any time for the carriage or conveyance of 
perfons, and not generally ufed in the affairs of hufbandry, 
or for the carriage of goods, wares, or merchandize. from 
place to place in the way of trade, fhall be de»med a carriage 
and carriages within the meaning of the faid act of the 25th 
ear of his prefent Majefty, and fhall be entered and paid 
her accordingly ; any ufage or cuftom to the contrary thereof 
notwiti ftanding. 
_“ And be it further enacted by the authority afo i 
That if, at any times any perfen.d¢ porters, torwlani t+ 
vaifiage or Cafriages with two or three wheels as aforelat: 
fhall belong, fhall not have entered the fame according to 
thé rules, regulations, and directions contained in the’ faid 
act of the 25th year of his prefent Majefty, or any act or 
acts therein recited or referred to, fo far as the fame fhall be 
applicable to the duties on carrieges with two and three 
wheels, fuch perfon or perfons to whom fuch carriage or car- 
riages fhall belong, fhall forfeit and pay the fum of feven 
pounds for every Rich carriage fo ufed, over and above all 
expences in profecuting for the fam, upon proof of the of. 
fence, before one or more Juftice or Juftices of the Peace, 
either by the voluntary confefliion of the party, or upon 
the oath of one or more credible witnefs or witneffes; which 
oath the faid Juftice or’Juftices, to whom fuch information 
fhall be given, are hereby authorized and required to admi- 
nifter ; and in cafe of non-payment, the faid Juftice or Ju- 
ftices, are hereby alfo required to levy the faid penalties by 
diftrefs and fale of the offender’s goods and chattels, by war- 
rant under the hands and feals of fuch Juftice or Juftices; 
and the overplus of the money raifed, after deducting the 
enalty.and cofts, and the expences of diftrefs and fale, fhaJl 
be rendered to the owner; and, the faid Juflice or Juftices 
fhall pay one-moiety of the faid penalty to the informer or in- 
formers, and the other moicty to the Collectors appointed by” 
the Commiffioners authorifed or appointed, or ‘hereafter to 
be authorized or appointed, for putting in execution this 
prefent act, for the parith or place wherein the perfon har 
fons, to whom fuch carriage or carriages fhail belong, thall 
refide; and the faid Juftice or Juftices hall renderan account 
thereof in writing, {tating the name and place of abode of. 
fuch perfons refpectively from whom the money has been fo 
received, in order that the fuid Commiffioners may fee the 
fame duly added to the affeffment of the refpective parifh or 
place to which the farne may'belong.” 

Ithas been thought proper to publifh the foregoing harry- 
water claufes of the ftatute, that none may have room to plead 
ignorance; becaufe the ftrifteft attention will be paid to the re- 
turns of fervants, horfes, and carriages; and, where they 
are found fhort of the eftablifhment of the family, the pe- 
nalties will be affeffed and levied with the utmoft rigour.

* in particular, I think we have reafon to entertain 
great hopes from the found judgment and libera! pre- 
nerous reiments of many Englifh Members of the 
Legiflature, whether they are men in power or not. 

“© We ought not to doubt that time and periéve-~ 
rance, with full explanation, will increafe our friends 
and affociates in this country, already very numerous 
and highly refpeétable. 

“ I muft frankly confefs, it feems to me furprifing, 
that many of our men of confiderable landed proper- 
ty, and fome {pirited and good charaéters, even a~’ 
mong our Magiftrates themfelves, are. yet either ini- 
mical or indifferent to this great queftion. 1 think 
there can be n9 doubt that cime, patience, and perfe-_ 
verance, mutt bring them to a proper fenfe of public 
duty.—It is perfectly avident, that the honour and 
true intereft of our landed men in all ranks, are con- 
nected with the independence and profperity of our 
Burghs. Jn proportion as the neighbouring Burghs 
are flourifhing, induftrious, and rich, their properties 
grow in value, and their patronage in. importance. 
It is equally certain, that the Reform propofed would, 
in every juftand rational view, prove more honour- 
able and advantageons, than detrimenféal to the a¢tual 
Magiftrates, if they are men of fenfe and merit. Such 
men muft foon difcern, that their true honour and in- 
tere(t keep pace with the liberty and profperity of 
their fellow-citizens.
